On 
the question of renting farm lands the 
Ho* Joseph Crawford was off the opinion 
that more,depended upon the renter than 
upon the system u f renting, Tbiu the 
important matter Was that the renter 
should be honest and industrious, and 
not one of those unlucky (?) fellows so 
frequently niti with; but a man’ of good 
judgment in knitters pertaining to the 
farm, and disposed to act conscienclously 
and do the right thing between himself 
and his landlord; it would then not mat 
Ur So v ery much what system was adopt 
ed jo renting. Secretary J^HWood Hughe* 
then mad the following « port article giv ­ 
ing hit v ie*s Qfilte questions under con* 
side rat ion: 
There scams to be but two. system» p ( 
renting farm land* in this section of the 
country : Tba one known as the money 
rent system and the other at the share 
system. Some of both land lords and 
tenants prefering the one syatem and 
some the other, v The qneation^om stated 
s. Which is the best plan for both land 
ord and tenant. My judgment leads me 
to believ e that the sbare system ia the 
met and/ « host fair and, equal... plan tor 
bothlandlord aid .tenant. lam aware 
bat tome owners oir farms prefer to lease 
them for money teat, and do soforierm* 
of three and aometi**» fiv e yean, basing 
the amount of rent (thoy Tequ4re» en a ear» 
tain rate of Interest on the capital they 
iaep inv ested in the land, i t iaeirident 
that the rental* v aiue of land; when take* 
fet a term of years depends v ery much 
upon the. quality and condition of the 
soil and its capability of producing, good 
oropa In fav orable seasons,, and it is ate© 
ev ident that a depredation in the quality 
aqd condition of the land will necessarily 
cause a depreciation in its rental v alue, 
nO'matter bow nweh. the original inv est­ 
ment may be, And it may also univ er­ 
sally: be expected that renters when payr 
ing money rent for.tlui farms they, occupy 
will so* manage as to got the v ery, moat 
they can out bfthe land, and conv ert it 
Into cash with jthe v iew of making ail 
they possibly nan abov e the amount re­ 
quired for the payment 4>r the rent, and a 
good liv ing for the family; consequently 
all that can possibly .be taken f rom the 
land is taken from it« and nothing return­ 
ed to it to keep up its fertility an^ power 
of production] In other Words it is milk 
ed dry. And the land which is. ren 
and farmed on that .system for a,series 
years must necessarily become less fertile 
and less capable of producing paying 
crops, and consequently less v aluable and 
the rental v alue reduced. This phase of 
the question I am inclined to think is not 
giv ing the consideration the case deserv es 
by the owners of farms who prefer the 
money rent system. They seem to thin* 
only of the present, and the rate of inter­ 
est on their inv estment the land is bring­ 
ing them, not stopping to think or take 
into consideration the fact that a system 
of renting that will induce the renter to 
take all from the land that can possibly 
be taken for any length of time must nec­ 
essarily impair the quality and condition 
of the soil and depreciate its v alue either 
to rent or to sell. 
On the other plan of 
renting farms on the Bhare system both 
the owner and tenant aro equally inter­ 
ested, and if a tenant is worthy and is 
permitted to remain for a number of years 
on the farm, both are equally interested 
in the annual productions and also in 
keeping the land in good condition for 
future productions. On the share or part­ 
nership system where the landlord and 
tenant are equally interested each hav e 
an equal say with regard to the manage­ 
ment of the farm ; and where both are dis­ 
posed to act honorably and fairly there 
will be no difficulty with respect to man­ 
aging the farming operations with a v iew 
of keeping up the condition of the farm. 
Whereas on the money rent system when 
a lease for money rent is sigaed the ten­ 
ant for the tern named in the lease be­ 
comes the owner as it were until the ex 
piration of the term, except the, requir- 


at to fulfill certain condition» , the 
principal of .wklc* ft to pay the money 
rent, and It may he agreed that leases 
generally require the Unant to leav e the 
premises in aagoodeoa^itiun as he found 
them, buuto thft italWflys added “ wear 
and tear excepted;* and the thinness 
the soil sad gsweral dilapidation of the 
buildings and prsl*ftfts? » nd depreciation 
in the v alue of thf farm will be attributed 
to the natural « "wear aid tear,” and what 
can the landlord do About it? Hence 
v iewing the question ft the light I do it 
seems to me to.be the best plan tor both 
iandlord.and Ufeairt X d n u t land on the 
•hare system. 
On the question» ^ * Wftstlleasurts should 
he Adopted lo‘.KfftOl the Destruction of 
Noxious Weed« ? I shill only say that we 
hav e a law of tile diets prov iding for the 
destruction,ojtCftoad^Tbistles, but 1 am 
not aware » hag them da any law of the 
State prov iding for the destruction of 
other kind» of noxious weeks upon farms 
And yet tbrn* are other kinds which are 
nearly As much to bddreadeti by farmers 
as Ctffldi Thistles, among which are 
what is commonly walled Velv et Weed 
and Cockle Burs; and which are becom- 
tng exiremeiy plentiful upon some of the 
farm In our v icinity, and should be 
foWghtwitbaa much persistence as the 
Cfcimda Thistle, which is so much dread­ 
ed. Now the only plan that euggeets it­ 
self to mymiod, bf which ,it might be 
mads possible to secure the destruction 
of such noxioasweVds, is to procure the 
•mage of a lair, tqr the Legislature of
